PLANNING  TO  MAKE  TROUBLE 


CHANGES  ON  OCEAN  AVENUE 


By  FRANCES  MARVIN 

A  pedestrian  overpass 
crossing  Ocean  Avenue  at 
Geneva  and  a  major  re¬ 
routing  of  auto  traffic 
approaching  City  College 
from  the  west  received 
approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  Mayor 
Alioto  in  the  first  week  of 
August.  The  plan  includes 
extension  of  Lee  Street 
across  Ocean  and  use  of  the 
streetcar  loop,  which  the 
Municipal  Railway  is 
abandoning,  to  create  a  new 
access  to  the  campus,  elimi¬ 
nating  left  turns  from  Ocean 
into  Phelan  Avenue  in  front 
of  the  firehouse. 

Construction  of  this  multi¬ 
faceted  safety  project, 
tentatively  scheduled  to 
begin  in  October,  depends 


now  on  approval  by  the 
Federal  Highway  Commis¬ 
sion,  to  which  the  city  has 
applied  for  80  percent  of  the 
funds  under  provisions  for 
joint  Federal  Aid  Urban 
System  projects.  The  High¬ 
way  Commission  has 
already  cleared  the  proposal 
as  creating  no  problems  of 
environmental  impact. 

Other  elements  in  the  total 
plan  include  an  exclusive 
right-of-way  for  Municipal 
Railway  vehicles  on  Ocean 
Avenue  between  Phelan  and 
Howth  Street,  loading 
islands  for  streetcars  on 
Ocean  east  of  Geneva,  with 
stairway  connections  to  the 
pedestrian  overpass,  and  the 
widening  of  Ocean  Avenue 
on  the  north  side,  adjacent 
to  City  College,  by  cutting 
into  the  landscaped  bank.

The  past  year  has  been 
one  of  reawakening  for  the 
Community  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  of  OMI  Community 
Association.  We  have  found 
that  the  OMI  has  been  vir¬ 
tually  excluded  from  the 
City’s  plan  to  distribute 
neighborhood  (federal  block 
grant)  funds. 

This  is  not  solely  a  result 
of'  the  normally  impene¬ 
trable  morass  of  govern¬ 
ment;  we  of  the  OMI  bear 
some  of  the  responsibility 
for  the  benign  neglect  of  our 
community.  We  have  not 
expressed  our  needs  and 
desires  forcefully  .enough. 
We  have  been  waiting  quiet¬ 
ly  for  our  government  to  act 
responsibly  and  equitably. 
We  have  not  been  making 
enough  trouble. 

No  more!  Seven  months 
ago  we  saw  the  block  grant 
plan  and  were  shocked  into 
action.  The  major  task  was 
to  let  the  City  know  we  were 


there.  This  was  accom¬ 
plished  by  immediately  ap¬ 
plying  for  as  much  of  the 
block  grant  funds  as  we  felt 
was  reasonable.  With  the 
fine  help  of  Supervisor 
Dianne  Feinstein,  Joe  Fitz¬ 
patrick  of  the  City  Planning 
Department,  Dan  Waldman 
of  Speaker  McCarthy’s  of¬ 
fice  and  Dorothy  Cox  of 
Senator  Moscone’s  staff  we 
made  proposals  to  designate 
part  of  the  OMI  as  a  RAP 
area  and  to  convert  the 
Farragut  School  into  a  com¬ 
munity  center. 

The  RAP  proposal  is 
moving  along  well,  but  it 
presently  appears  that  the 
Farragut  project  is  at  a 
standstill  since  the  School 
Board  intends  to  use  Farra¬ 
gut  for  itself. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  other 
goals  for  Community  Plan¬ 
ning  and  they  will  be  pur¬ 
sued  vigorously;  we  must 
not  get  caught  in  a  docile 
posture  again!

Public  Hearings 
Scheduled  for 
New  Zoning  Plan

Citizens  concerned  about 
the  new  zoning  plans  of  the 
City  Planning  Commission 
which  were  reported  in  the 
Chronicle  of  August  22nd 
will  have  an  opportunity  to 
explore  them  in  public  hear¬ 
ings  beginning  in  December, 
according  to  a  neighbor  in 
the  Planning  Department.

Recently  some  significant  changes  were  made  in  the  law 
affecting  the  senior  citizens  property  tax  assistance 
program . 

A.B.  19,  signed  into  law  by  Governor  Brown,  changes 
eligibility  guidelines  -  based  on  a  formula  of  household 
income  and  the  amount  of  property  taxes  persons  62  years 
of  age  or  over  pay  on  their  homes. 

Under  the  new  law,  “household”  includes  the  person 
applying  for  assistance  in  addition  to  all  other  persons  who 
reside  in  the  home  except  for  renters,  minors,  and  students. 

Seniors  who  have  a  student  son  or  daughter  residing  with 
them  who  have  some  income  of  their  own,  for  instance,  will 
no  longer  be  required  to  include  their  income  as  “household 
income”  when  making  an  application  for  the  property  tax 
exemption. 

If,  for  some  reason,  you  have  not  qualified  for  the  senior 
citizens  property  tax  assistance  program  in  the  past,  you 
may  wish  to  call  the  local  State  Franchise  Tax  Board  Office 
(telephone;  557-3349)  to  verify  whether  your  eligibility  has 
been  affected. 

Or,  if  you  wish,  you  may  call  my  district  office  (557-2662) 
and  a  member  of  my  staff  will  be  on  hand  to  assist  you  in 
any  way  possible.

In  A  Word 


By  S.  L.  CHANDLER 


I  just  finished  one  helluva  book,  A  RACE  THROUGH 
SUMMER  by  Archie  Oldham  (Dell).  It’s  about  tennis,  yet 
it’s  not  just  about  the  game.  Oldham,  a  professional  player 
himself,  writes  not  just  with  tennis  acumen,  but  with  insight 
into  the  mental  as  well  as  the  physical  challenges  facing  his 
protagonist,  Cal  Barnes,  when  he’s  pitted  against  a 
Bobby-Riggs-type  hustler.  If  the  movie  planned  for  this 
follows  the  book,  they’ve  an  Ace  all  the  way. 

Muriel  Spark,  best  known  for  The  Prime  of  Miss  Jean 
Brodie,  has  a  fascinating  novella  (only  122  pages)  that  is 
bizarre  to  say  the  least.  They’re  making  a  film  out  of  THE 
DRIVER’S  SEAT,  with  Elizabeth  Taylor  attempting  to 
portray  a  “thin,  youngish,  mousy  woman.”  I  don’t  know  if 
they’ll  carry  it  off  in  the  film,  but  this  is  a  haunting  and 
disturbing  work  depicting  a  woman  hell-bent  on  her  own 
murder  and  no  one  to  tell  us  why.  (Bantam). 

Earl  Der  Biggers  wrote  just  six  Charlie  Chan  stories,  and 
this  one,  KEEPER  OF  THE  KEYS,  was  his  last.  And  a 
goodie  it  is.  Set  in  the  Tahoe-Truckee  area  of  the  late  20’s 
you  also  get  a  glimpse  into  what  the  land  was  like  before  the 
developers  and  the  spoilers  arrived.  (Bantam). 

I  regret  to  say  that  Ballantine’s  LET’S  FALL  IN  LOVE  by 
Carol  Hill  is  an  unsatisfying  attempt  to  mix  eroticism  and 
mystery.  It  doesn’t  come  off.  However,  there  are  some  other 
books  put  out  by  Ballantine  which  have  gripped  me 
completely.  I’m  referring  to  their  series  of  macabre  works 
by  the  late  H.P.Lovecraft.  There  are  7  volumes  in  the 
current  release  and  they  will  enthrall  you  completely.  For 
fullest  savoring,  try  reading  individual  stories  just  before 
retiring  for  the  night.  A  direct  challenge  to  your  peace  of 
mind. 

The  film  Murder  on  the  Orient  Express  has  stimulated 
sales  of  those  Agatha  Christie  books  wherein  Hercule  Poirot 
is  on  hand  to  help  solve  the  crimes.  DEAD  MAN’S  MIRROR 
has  three  such  stories  (Dell)  and  I  enjoyed  them  all.
